Colonel Joe Howard is a perfect type of the 
successful newspaper writer of the age.

And Amos Cummings. Well, Cummings is 
the great descriptive writer of the American 
press. And heis a genius. He is the only 
living man who has successfully combined 
journalism and politics. Many others have at- 
tempted both but have failed in one or the 
other. Cummings’s success as a newspaper 
man is known to every American reader. 
As a politician and statesman his success 
has been equally great. No man in the New 
York delegation stands higher in the halls of 
congress than he, and no man in New York 
city is more popular. He now represents a 
districtin congress that he does not even live 
in—not because he could not carry his own 
district, but because he was believed to be the 
only democrat who could carry the district he 
represents, while any good democrat could 
carry his. 

Governor Abbett is a business man all 
through. While governor of New Jersey he is 
still a semi-active member of his New York 
law firm and comes over almost every day to 
look after his private business interests, and is 
as well known and popular in New York as in 
his own state. 

A Couple of Georgians. 

One can hardly realize the number of suc- 
cessful Georgia men there are in business here 
in New 
most prominent ones who have been here five 
or ten years and have accumulated large for- 
tunes. But there area few young men who 
are climbing the ladder rapidly. Among the 
prominent young ones are Marion J. Verdery, 
of Augusta, and Greer Zachry, of Atlanta. 

Mr. Verdery is the confidential clerk of the 
millionaire firm of Harriott & Groesbeck, at a 
salary larger than that of the average bank 
president of Atlanta, and at no distant date 
will perhaps be a member ofthe firm. Mr. 
Verdery has also done some splendid newspa- 
per work for The Boston Herald, The New York 
World and a number of other papers. His 
Wall street letters are given up to be the best 
ever written from that center of finance. 

Greer Zachry, although a very young man, 
has worked himself up into a place of promi- 
nenceina remarkably short time. He has 
been in New York just one year, but is already 
the president of a corporation with a capital 
of $300,000. It is the Railway and Realty 
Security Company, the company which re- 
cently made a large investment in Cleveland, 
O., real estate, of which THE CONSTITUTION 
had notice at the time. The other officers of 
the company are: Patrick Calhoun, vice pres- 
ident, and R. R. Conkling, of the Kansas City 
firm of Jarvis & Conkling, secretary and 
treasurer. Mr. Zachry is perhaps the youngest 
man in New York to hold such a prominent 
position, but it just shows what a Georgia boy 
with the proper energy and brains can do when 
he tries. 

King Solomon. 

I went over on the Palisades to see Bolossy 
Kiralfy’s King Solomon the other evening.

Departure of New York Delegations for the 
Convention—Scenes in Saratoga.

New York, September 14.—Delegates to 
the democratic state convention from New 
York and Brooklyn left Grand Central station 
for Saratoga this morning in a special train. 
The Tammany people were first to leave, and 
they were followed by the Voorhees men, 
county democrats and Boss“ McLaughlin’s 
Kings county contingent. Members of the 
various delegations went away in different 
frames of mind. The Tammany 
men were shouting for Flower, and boast- 
ing of what they intended todoin the way of 
annihilating the county democrats. The 
Voorhees men were silent on the guestion of 
nomination, and had littie to say on the ques- 
tion of representation, except to express the 
hope that they would obtain some recognition, 
and to allege that they were more entitled to 
representation in the state committee and con- 
vention than were the county democrats, 

The county democrats were quiet but firm 
in their determination to insist on the reten- 
tion of one-half the representation of 
New York city. They repeated the 
statement that they will have their entire 
representation in the convention or else will 
have noneat all. The Kings county men 
who mingled with the county democrats at 
the stations were not loath to say that they 
would give the anti-Tammany organization a 
helping hand. Asfor themselves they had 
the question of representation to disturb them 
and the burden of their conversation related 
tothe gubernatorial nomination. They in- 
sisted that they would have Chapin at the 
head of the ticket or else would have no 
Kings county man on it at all and would not 
be responsible for the result of the election in 
Kings county. 

Senator Donald McNaughton, of Rochester, 
is also prominently mentioned for the second 
place on the ticket, and is said to be favored 
by the Hill faction. Senator McNaughton has 
stated that he was a candidate only in event 
of Speaker Sheehan refusing to accept the 
nomination. : 

How the Slate Is Made Up. 

It looks as though Simon W. Rosendall, of 
Albany, will be nominated for attorney gen- 
eral, and Martin Scheneck, of Rensselaer county 
for state engineer. John Foley, of Saratoga, 
and John Bogart, of New York, are also men- 
tioned for these positions. 

For treasurer, Elliott F. Danforth, of 
Chenang; for comptroller, Frank Campbell, 
of Stueben, and for secretary of state, Frank 
Rice, of Ontario, are mentioned.

The Directors Taking Heavy Blocks of the 
New Securities. 


New Tonk, September 14.—[Special.]—

It is now believed on Wall street that the 
plan of funding the floating debts of the 
company will go through without a hitch.

The balance has 
not yet been placed, but probably will be 
before the end of the week. To secure 
these notes, the company has more than 
ten millions of unemployed collateral. 

It is officially stated that the floating debt 
of the Richmond Terminal Company is 
$530,000; Georgia Central, $3,800,000; Rich- 
mond and Danville, $3,200,000, and the 
East Tennessee $1,400,000.

So That It Would Cut When It Closes in 
on Woodson’s Neck. 

Union, S. C., September 14.—[Special.]— 
This seems to be a bad locality for mean 
negroes. During the last few years more than 
half a dozen negroes have been lynched and 
disposed of in different ways for their assault 
upon white people. Yesterday at 12 o’clock 
m., while services were being held in all the 
churches here, Bob Woodson, a burly negro, 
committed rape upon Mrs. Jackson Powell, 
who lives at the almshouge, three miles above 
town. The woman was inthe house alone 
when the negro attacked her. Her screams 
attracted the attention of her husband, who 
went to the house, amd caught the scoundrel 
who had completed his purpose before any- 
body interfered. The husband struck the 
negro several heavy blows with astick, where- 
upon the negro knocked the old man down and 
succeeded in making his escape. 

Mr. Joseph G. Galtman, who hascharge of 
the almshouse, came here early today, and had 
@ warrant issued for Woodson. Woodson is a 
notorious character, and well known in the 
United States court at Greenville, where he 
has never failed to put in an appearance, either 
as prisoner or witness. He is a tall, black 
negro, has a gash on his cheek which reaches 
over the chin. A deputy sheriff and a crowd 
of men are now scouring the country for him, 
and if he is caught will no doubt be disposed 
of as quick as possible in Judge Lynch’s 
court.

| GOL. POLK IN KANSAS. 


Talk About the Speeches Attributed to 
Him. 


GRAND ARMY MEN HEARD FROM 


Who Bitterly Criticise the Alleged 
Revelations Made. 


COLONEL POLK’S SIDE NOT HEARD 


And When It Us, It May Put a Dif- 
ferent Version on the 
Reported Extracts. 


TopreKAa, Kan., September 14.—[Special.]— 
Colonel Polk, president of the alliance, went 
to Emporia yesterday, to be present at and ad- 
dress the fourth district meeting there today 
and tomorrow, 

The statement made by Colonel Polk at the 
Clay Centre and Holton alliance meetings, 
regarding his service in the confederate army, 
was of such a remarkable character that much 
talk has been occasioned among ex-union 
soldiers. 

A Grand Army Man Talks. 

Edward Gregory, an enthusiastic Grand 
Army man, said today to TRE ConsTITUTION 
reporter when questioned as to the accuracy 
of the language attributed to President Polk 
in the press reports, said: 

„I was at the Clay Centre meeting, and 
heard the man who seemed to me anxious to 
betray his own comrades, when he said he ac- 
cepted a position in the confederate army to 
make less the st-fferings of his comrades who 
had been forced to bear arms. I became dis- 
gusted and left. I was already angry over his 
statement that he had been forced to beararms 
against his country after having upheld the 
union. This manner of catching votes was 
not to my mind, nor do I think Kansas gen- 
erally approves of it. Kansas soldiers are rad- 
ical, but they respect the men who were honor- 
able, open enemies, contending for what they 
believed to be their duty. These words of his 
were so impressed on my mind that I can 
never forget them.“ 

From Another Source. 

C. D. Eggleston, who came back to this city 
tonight, when reading the reportof Polk’s re- 
marks concerning his confederate record, said: 

„I went up to Holton on purpose to attend 
he alliance meeting. When Polk commenced 
on his war record, I was expecting an ex- 
planation of the charges made against 
him by certain northern papers. To my 
surprise, he bounded off into a statement 


‘regarding his being compelied to enter the 


rebel army after having been a strong union 
man. Heused the word ‘rebel,’ which was 
received with applause. When he asserted 
that he took a commission in that army to help 
the opposite cause, meaning, of course, the 
union army, there wasa general silence, as 
though of disapproval. He branded himself a 
traitor to the cause whose uniform he wore, 
and I, wearing a Grand Army button, could 


not, even in a political campaign, give such a

The 
alliance, therefore, yesterday began mailing 
trom its headquarters a million of letters to 
farmers, calling a halt along the line. The 
letter states that the new Wheat Growers’ 
Association and alliance secretaries all over the 
country are unanimous that wheat is bound 
to sel! as high as $1.50, and possibly $2 
per bushel, and they are unanimous in this 
warning to farmers not to sacrifice 
their wheat and give the speculators all the 
profit there is in it. The letter says the crop 
is being greatly overestimated by the newspa- 
pers and grain dealers. 

It is said at the headquarters of the Farmers’ 
Alliance press bureau of information, in this 
city, that the circular letter above referred to 
simply conveys information relative to the 
condition of the wheat cropsof the world, 
which officers of the bureau say is such 
as must result in an increase of prices 
in the American 2 The object of the 
bureau is to put information into the hands 
of producers in order to enable them 
to take advantage of existing conditions, and 
reap the benetit of any increase in price 
themselves, rather than let their products go to 
middlemen, who, itis asserted, are now buy- 
ing wheat and will sell it later on at an ad- 
vanced price. 

The circular referred to is not an official 
document of the alliance, but merely a letter 
of information, intended not only for the 
benefit of members of the alliance, but for 
farmersevery where.

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A Word to the League. 

The meeting of the Young Men's 
Democratic League tonight bids fair to 
make its influence felt throughout the 
state in the coming campaign.

Guarded by a spirit of wisdom, justice 
and moderation, we believe that this or- 
ganization will still more strongly unite 
the democrats of Georgia, and that its 
conservatism will make it possible for men 
to differ within its ranks, and yet present 
a solid phalanx in front of the enemy. 


The Contest in New York. 

In the election of delegates to the state 
democratic convention of New York, which 
assembled yesterday, the contest was be- 
tween the friends of Governor Hill and those 
of ex-President Cleveland. The result has 
been a walk-over for the governor. Out of 
384 delegates Hill has 275. 

The republican papers have been declar- 
ing that the fight was a very bitter one, and 
that it would lead to complications in the 
convention, with a fair promise of a lack of 
harmony hereafter. But the republican 
organs did not tell the truth. There has 
been no bitterness in the contest. It has 
been a friendly one from the start. 

The result shows that Governor Hill 
stands first in the party among the voters 
where his record is known, and it is a clear 
and decisive answer to the slanders that 
have been circulated about him by the mug- 
wumps and republicans. 


Education for Everybody. 


Everybody in the neighborhood of the col- 
lege towns is talking about ‘‘university 
extension,’’ but thousands of people who 
missed the first articles on the subject that 
were printed have a very vague idea of the 
new plan. 

University extension is explained by one 
of its advocates to be an attempt to provide 
a university education for people who can- 
not go to college, but who are willing to 
educate themselves if they can get a little 
assistance. The programme is for each uni- 
versity or college to furnish professors who 
will conduct lecture courses in all the sur- 
roundingtowns. Each course will have a 
printed syllabus, outlining the entire sub- 
ject, pointing out the important topics, with 
a list of the books that should be read. The 
lectures are to be weekly, and a course will 
last six months. Each lecturer will deliver 
about six lectures on his own special subject. 
The lectures are to be discussed by organ- 
ized classes, and after an examination at the 
end of the course certificates will be issued. 

The New York legislature has appropri- 
ated $10,000 to aid the State university in 
starting such a course, and it is probable 
that it will be popular in other parts of the 

country. Philadelphia, Baltimore, Brook- 
lyn, Chicago and Minneapolis are forming 
classes. Learned men are directing the 
movement and perfecting the organization. 
The lectures alone will not be the main 


part of this educational system. The stim- 
ulation of classes, the cultivation of the 


reading habit, and the advantage of having 
the best books pointed out by competent 
inst rs cannot fail to help the students.

A Stranger in Our Gates. 

The story of the arrest of the stranger, 
Orth Stein, which we printed yesterday, was 
very interesting. Especially interesting was 
the autobiographical reminiscence which 


Stein handed to our reporter to be printed 


along with such damaging charges as Mad- 
ame Rumor may have set afloat. * 

We know nothing of Stein. He may be 
guilty of all the crimes that suppo- 
sition may lay at his door, or he may 
be as innocent as a babe. It is this“ 
element of doubt which entitles him to the 
sympathy and consideration of a community 
which professes to measure its conduct by a 
Christian creed. There is that in his story, 
told simply and apparently without hope, 
which compels interest and attracts atten- 
tion. It is the story of a young man vainly 
endeavoring to escape from the errors and 
sins of his youth. 

We are told that the pagans had their City 
of Refuge, to which even the guilty might 
fly for safety, but in this Christian land of 
ours a man who is trying to redeem himself 
is given the order to move on until at last all 
he can do is to succumb to the circumstances 
which pursue him. In this land, it appears, 
there is a plentiful lack of that charity 
which is one of the foundation stones of 
Christianity. 

Just how far Stein’s story is the result of 
imagination or hallucination we havé no 
means of knowing, but it is at least plausi- 
ble, and it seems to have in it the elements 
of truth. If he is a guilty man he ought to 
be punished, but if he is trying to lift him- 
self up, if he has atoned for his errors and is 
trying to make something of himself—he 
ought to find friendly hands to aid him, and 
Christian hearts to give him strength ahd 
hope and courage. 

We can see nothing in Stein’s card incon- 
sistent with the truth, but a great deal that 
is true to human nature. It is a confession 
—a confession of crime committed in the 
mad folly of youth, of misfortune and mis- 
adventure, and of the results of that despair 
which must overtake a man who knows that 
he is hounded down. The card itself is a 
cry of despair that ought to find lodgment in 
Christian hearts. It comes straight from 
my misery,’ cries the unhappy man. He 
expects it to be attacked and ridiculed and 
riddled.’’ He has been so unfortunate and 
unhappy that he expects neither sympathy 
nor consideration. 

But this card, which he expects to be at- 
tacked and ridiculed, ought to be his salva- 
tion. It ought tobe the means of raising 
him up friends in this Christian community 
strong enough to see that he has fair play 
and that he is given an opportunity to re- 
deem himself. When the Savior was on 
the earth it is not recorded of Him that He 
ministered among the rich and the fortunate; 
it was among those who were miserable that 
His pathway led. Here is a man whom 
kindness and Christian charity would doubt- 
less make whole. 

Victor Hugo, in his greatest novel—a 
book that is indeed greater than a novel— 
describes the efforts of a man who was made 
a criminal by circumstances to escape the 
consequences of his crime. It pursues him 
all through his life, and seeks him out in 
the midst of prosperity. Perhaps this story 
of Jean Valjean has its modest counterpart 
here. Who knows? Who can tell? 

Those who have not read Stein's card 
should turn to yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
and read it. Surely it is better to lift 
an unfortunate human being to his feet than 
to drag him in the mire. Where is the 
strong Christian hand that will help this 
man? Where is the tender Christian heart 
that will give him hope and courage? 


Pauper Labor Abroad. 

According to the statement of a Rou- 
manian delegate at the international labor 
congress, the average peasant in his country 
works for 9 cents a week. 

Perhaps no country in Europe can furnish 
a more extreme example of low wages, al- 
though in some parts of Italy it is bad 
enough—stalwart laborers there command- 
ing only 30 cents a week. Naturally these 
conditions drive thousands of foreigners to 
our shores every year. 

When these Roumanian and Italian la- 
borers land here they suddenly take the no- 
tion that their work should command high 
wages. Men who worked at home for from 
nine to thirty cenis a week want from ten to 
fifteen dollars a week here, and the Rouma- 
nians who are coming over in large numbers 
have been known to refuse $12 a week. 

Some of our capitalists lose their temper 
when the imporied laborers demand wages 
so much higher than the foreign standard. 
This is all wrong. If the newcomers are 
going to cast their lot with us, and become 
full-fledged Americans, they are right in: 
asking for the pay that Americans receive in 
their line of work. 

But there is another view of the situation. 
It is not just to our native toilers to en- 
courage the importation or immigration of 
hosts of foreigners who have been accus- 
tomed to live in squalid huts on starvation’ 
wages. This new element may at any time 
be a dangerous competitor in the labor mar- 
ket, and while the immigrants of this par- 
ticular class are eager to get as much as they 
can for their work, they will, whenever it 


suits them, cut wages in order to supplant | 


their American rivals, 

Serious trouble has more than once grown 
out of this competition in the northern 
states, and there will be more of it in fu- 
ture if the tide of immigration remains un- 
checked. Too much labor is as great an 
evil as overproduction, The problem of the 
present is how to avoid producing too much, 


and how to make the supply of labor keep 


pace with the demand for it. If Europe 
continues dumping her surplus population 
on this continent, the masses of our country 
will see harder times than they have ever 
dreamed of. eae

sion of Kentucky into the union, and many men, 
distinguished for ability and afterwards famous 
in the annals of Tennessee, came to the surface, 
thus strengthening the conviction that the occa- 
sion and the man are generally close together in 
human affairs.” The constitutional convention 
assembled in Knoxville on the 11th of January, 


and elected William Blount and William Cocke to 
the United States senate, and set the machinery 
of state in motion, establishing its institutes and 
predicating its future. The town had been the 
capital of the territory of the southwest, and had 
been used to the meetings of its assemblies; it 
was ambitious to excel as acapital, and had, 
through the legislative council in 1794, secured 
the of an act providing for the establish- 
ment of Blount college, now known as the State 
university, proving that the founders of the state 
were alive to the necessity fur higher education as 
one of its safeguards. Knoxville continued to be 
the capital until 1806, when the legislature met in 
Kingston, but it got back to its old quarters in 
1807, and there remained until 1814, when it met 
in Nashville. 

For a long time after the removal of the 
capital Knoxville remained a controlling 
factor in the politics and finances of the 
state, and the city is so prominently identi- 
fied with the history of Tennessee that The 
Commercial urges the legislature to appro- 
priate $10,000 for the approaching celebra- 
tion. 

We are in full sympathy with our sister 
city in this centennial business, but at the 
same time it strikes us that Atlanta ought 
to fix a date for a jubilee over her first half 
century. It is too late now to count Ter- 
minus’’ in this first fifty years, but there is 
no reason why we should not count from 
the year when the settlement began to 
assume some substantial shape, and in this 
way make our half century period occur 
during the exposition this year, or say next 
year. Atlanta is a place of some historic 
renown, and she could make such an occa- 
sion a notable event.

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Meeting in Atlanta Today. 
DELEGATES HERE FROM TEN STATES 


How Can the Acreage be Reduced? Prob- 
lems of Cheapening the Expense 
and {Increasing the Price. 


King Cotton’s subjects will hold a council of 
war in Atlanta today. 

In pursuance of a resolution adopted by the 
state alliances of South Carolina, Georgia and 
several other south Atlantic states, a conven- 
tion of delegates from all state organizations 
interested in the cultivation of the fleecy sta- 
ple will be held in Atlanta this morning. 

„The call, issued a few weeks ago, said: We 
expect every agricultural state organization to 
seud delegates, colored as well as white. 
Every question connected with the cotton crop 
of the south will be under discussion. Come 
one, come all.” This was signed by L. F. Liv- 
ingston, Georgia; R. J. Sledge, Texas; W. H. 
Duncan, South Carolina, and Andy Garvin, 
Florida. 

Colonel Livingston has appointed as repre- 
sentatives of the Georgia Farmers’ Alliance: 
O. H. P. Beall, Washington county; C. T. 
Malone, Jasper county; J. C. Thistlewood, 


Macon county; C. C. Post, Douglas county, 


and C. D. Philip, Meriwether county. 

The following are the delegates from the 
State Agricultural Society: T. J. Ligon, chair- 
man, seventh district; W. R. Kemp, first dis- 
trict; M. C. Edwards, second district; J. C. 
Clements, third district; E. D. Pittman, 
fourth district; G. W. Harrison, fifth dis- 
trict; F. D. Wimberly, sixth district; J. 
McC. Bryan, eighth district; J. H. Nichols, 
ninth district, and Wilberface Daniel, tenth 
district; J. O. Waddell, president State Agri- 
cultural Society; L. F. Livingston, president 
state alliance, and Major W. L. Glessner. 

The convention will meet this morning at 9 
o’clock in the alliance exchange. 

It is expected that ten of the cotton states 
will be represented. Already delegates are 
coming in from half a dozen states. 

Mr. Sledge, the big Texas farmer, is here. 

Colonel W. H. Duncan, head of the South 
Carolina Agricultural Society, is on his way. 

The Hon. Andy Garvin, of Florida, will ar- 
rive this morning. 

E. S. Richardson and E. F. Carter, the lead- 
ing spirits of the Colored Farmers’ Alliance, 
are already on the ground, and will participate 
in the deliberations of the convention. 

Several representative colored men from 
southern Georgia are expected. 

It is likely that the prince of cotton planters, 
Colonel John Peter Richardson, of Mississippi, 
will attend the meeting. 

This will be the most important, if not the 
largest, gathering of cotton planters that has 
ever taken place in the south. 

And millions of dollars may depend upon the 
action it takes. 

The primary object of the meeting is to 
adopt some means whereby the acreage planted 
in cotton shall be reduced at least one-half. 

“Our idea, said Colonel Livingston last 
night, ‘‘is to secure concert of action among 
the cotton raisers, and to get them to reduce 
the acreage. Now the acres to each mule is 
anywhere from twenty to thirty-five. We wish 
to reduce this to, say ten acres to the mule. 
Then we will endeavor to devise some way to 
lessen the cost of raising and marketing the 
crop. It will be a sword that will cut at 
both ends, and will be of positive benefit to 
‘the producer. We will also discuss other 
problems touching the best and cheapest way 
of harvesting the crop and transporting it to 
market, but the reduction of acreage is the 
chief question before us.“ 

„Has there ever been an effort made to in- 
duce all the cotton planters to reduce the 
acreage ?’’ 

Not in Georgia, Colonel Livingston re- 
plied. ‘The alliance has never attempted it. 
We have never attempted anything that did 
not succeed, have never failedin any of our 
undertakings except in defeating General 
Gordon for the senate. That, however, was a 
matter of politics. This convention is wholly 
devoid of politics. Iam convinced we shall 
be able to accomplish something by this meet- 
ing.“ 

Major Glessner, who has taken a deep inter- 
est in the cotton problem, says: The conven- 
tion will deal with all questions relating 
to the planting of cotton, the cultivation 
of the crop and the marketing of the 
product. How to raise cotton in the 
cheapest way and sell it to the 
best advantage is the question of moment. 
You see if a farmer cuts down his acreage in 
cotton one-half, and plants that in corn, he 
will be much more independent than if he had 
planted allin cotton, and what he gets for his 
cotton will be so much cleargain. The imme- 
diate result of this reduction in cotton acreage 
will be to raise the price of cotton. In my 
opinion the movement is perfectly feasible.”’ 

“I think so, too,” said Mr. Wimberly, one 
of the delegates, ‘‘and Iam confident we will 
solve the problem tomorrow.”’ 

Itis likely that Colonel Livingston will be 
chosen president of the convention.

GASTON DENOUNCED 


As One Who is Deluding Poor Atlanta Ne- 
groes by Making False Representations. 


Green B. Parks, the deluded African immi- 
grant, spoke at Schell’s hall last evening. 

His talk was notable for several things—his 
disgust at his venture, his bitter denunciation 
of such schemes as are being advocated by 
Gaston, his attacks upon Gaston himself, and 
the miserable condition of affairs in Liberia. 

He concluded by stating that he would 
speak at the end of the week again; that he 
would deliver a free lecture in the basement 
of the courthouse, as he was once like the 
hundreds of negroes in Atlanta who are 
anxious to leave for Africa and who should be 
warned in time. 

„J left Atlanta on May 24th,“ said he, and 
four days later sailed for Monrovia, where I 
arrived on July 10th. On our voyage over we 
met with a dangerous storm and I vowed that 
I would never again venture on such a rough 
sea, if I could help it. Fifteen days later I 
thought the ocean a paradise compared to 
whatI had experienced. 

„Winter had just begun in Monrovia, yet 
the weather was warmer than in an 
American summer. I found the water too 
warm to make a pleasant drink and the sun 
unendurable. On my arrival the natives and 
the American immigrants spoke of my catch- 
ing the fever, and two days afterwards myself 
and family were down with it. There was no 
such thing as having a professional nurse. 
They would steal everything they could. 

“T found a kind of common insect that 
would enter a man’s flesh, build nests there 
and soon a limb was lost in consequence. Ants 
were such that frequently people sleeping in 
their bamboo huts ‘had to surrender their 
home because of the immense swarms that 
would come into them. Three days after my 
residence in that country, a lawyer by the 
name of Frank Payne came and offered his 
services for a year for $25. 

A don’t know why I should have any need 
of legal counsel,’ said I. 

Oh, yes,’ he replied, if you expect to run 
a sawmill, as you say you intend doing, you'll 
have to buy youremployes. You can get all 
the slaves you want for somecalico. I'Il see 
to it that the transfers are all right.’ 

Needless to say that such a state of things 
disgusted me. 

»The natives there subsist on roots, herbs 
and berries. Some of them even eat monkeys 
should they ever catch them. Every once in 
a while vessels come from America and 
England bearing other food, but it’s very 
dear and gives out quickly. Fresh beef was 
nearly a quarter forayo'nd and very scarce. 
It was sold in a pecdiiar manner. A cow, 
which is a very small animal in Monrovia, was 
killed and then stretched out. Some one 
would chop the beef into small pieces and it 
was then sold without regard to quality or 
section. 

Monrovia sets on rocks. At night one 
needs a good light to move about. The vege- 
tation is scanty, the climate worse. Weeds 
in the streets are as high as one’s head. They 
grow coffee there, but little else. The hogs 
they sometimes raise are usually attacked by 
insects and unfit toeat. The oil they use for 
butter is nauseating to an American negro. 

„What is the method of transportation in 
Africa? On foot. Or else,if one has the 
means, he hires negroes who carry him about 
in a hammock for about a quarter a piece per 
day. There are neither horses nor wagons in 
Monrovia. The men wear no clothes, and so 
walk right along through streams and all. 
There are no barrooms in Africa, but England 
sends a bitter kind of rum and expensive beer 
there, which is a fair equivalent. 

J was in Africa but afew days, but finally 
paid an exorbitant priceto get out of the 
country and come back home. I'd gladly have 
given my last cent. Abram Bostick, who also 
went over, wept bitterly at my departure; he, 
too, wanted to go, but had no money. I was 
unable to give him any myself, but 
I am going to raise funds and send 
him the means to get back. 

»The only hunting in Liberia“ — and Parks’s 
— flashed indignantly—“ is to hunt a way to 

eave. 

„This man Gaston,” he continued, is fool- 
ing the poor negroes, telling them this and 
that which is not so. He told some he was 
president of the country; he told others there 
were several thousand miles of land to be oc- 
cupied, whereas Monrovia is a smali state 
with bat four counties; he picturesa pleasant, 
easy and comfortable life, when it is torturous 
to an American negro, who has ever seen 
anything like civilization; he talks of silk at 
5 cents a yard, when thereis no silk. This is 
how Gaston is trying to stir up intetest in his 
African schemes. 

‘I shall give a free lecture in a few days in 
the courthouse basement,“ he concluded. “I 
want to advise and warn. Monrovia is a 
fearful place to go to.“

DR. TUPPER TALKS. 


The Whole Story as He Tells It—His Mar- 
ried Life. 


‘“‘God have mercy on her, she knows not 
what she does! Ob, my poor children, my 
poor children!” 

And Rey. Tullius C. Tupper broke down 
when told that the newspapers were about 
to print the story of his family troubles.

Regaining his composure in a degree, Dr, 
Tupper took a seat at a table in his library and 
told in as calm manner as could be expected 
under the circumstances, his story. 

“It is terrible—awful” he began; awful 
for me for God knows I’m innocent of any 
wrongdoing; especially awful for my innocent 
little children. I cannot believe my wife has 
brought any such suit as you indicate; how 
she could have ever thought of such a thing I 
cannot concieve. Poor woman.“ 

Then, continuing, he added: My wife is 
insanely jealous, without a shadow of a cause 
has always been so. And this, this is the ro- 
ward of seventeen years absolute devotion to 
her and my family. Ina moment of weak- 
ness, listening to people whose only object can 
be blackmail, she strikes a blow which she 
must ever deeply regret.

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Harden Restricted. 
POLICE COMMISSIONERS LAST NIGHT. 


Private Detectives Touched Upon—A 
Patrolman Dismissed—Many 
Matters Mentioned. 


— 


The board of police commissioners met in 
regular monthly session last night. . 

All were present except Captain Brotherton, 
who has not sufficiently recovered from his 
injuries to be out. 

The first business was to examine into two 
charges made against Patrolman Herrington— 
one for striking a negro, and the other for 
conduct unbecoming an officer, in that he used 
profane language in the presence of ladies. 

The charge in the first case was dismissed. 
In the second the officer was found guilty and 
expelled from the force. 

Reports of Officers, 

Routine work followed, and the reports of 
the officers were received. 

Chief Connolly reported that the men had 
done good work, and that the past month’s 
work was well done. 

During the month 1,318 arrests were made, 
218 of which were state cases, and 1,100 city 
cases. Of these latter, 789 were tined, 253 dis- 
missed and 58 continued. 

Of the arrests made 440 were white males. 
34 white females, 653 colored males and 191 
colored females. 

Fines to the amount of $3,636.25 were imposed 
by the recorder. Of thisamount $1,901.50 was 
paid, $142.25 remains unpaid, and the re- 
mainder, $1,592.50, is being worked out on the 
streets. 

The Station House Keeper. 

A petition from the station house keepers 
asking that the commission exert its in- 
fluence with the city council to add another 
station house keeper, was favorably received. 

Dr. Foute and Captain Joiner now have 
twelve hours each, whereas, they think they 
should have no longer hours than the patrol- 
men and officers. 

The board also passed a resolution giving 
the station house keeper the sole right to his 
office, complaint having been made that 
crowds of officers and others congregate there, 
and interfere in the work. 

About Private Detectives. 5 

Chairman English called attention to the 
city ordinance requiring that none could prac- 
tice as detectives without license. He then 
stated that recently the recorder had released 
@ man who admitted he was a detective with- 
out license from the city, but had bound him 
over to a higher court. 

The chairman thought the ordinance should 
be enforced, and thus keep out any who were 
mot thé right kind to be officers. 

Chief Connolly’s action in making the case 
‘was endorsed. 

It was then decided to refer the matter to 
the city attorney, requesting him to change 
the city ordinance so that it would hold, and 
would be in conflict with no other law. 

The commissioners want private detectives 
to be respensible to the city, and if the present 
ordinance is not sufficient they want it 
strengthened.

A Resignation. 


J. R. Thompson, superintendent of the po- 
lice telegraph system, resigned his position.

pelled to get a more lucrative position.

tion of from one to ten pupils each. Three coun- 
ties report that several applicants stood the ex- 
amination, but that the papers of none of them 
came up to the required standard, hence no ap- 
pointments were made. Five counties only report 
*no applicants.“ I have enrolled in all 154 pupils, 
representing forty-eight counties in the state. 
About eighty counties are still to be heard from, 
pot yet having held their examinations or not 
baying time to make out their reports and get 
them to me. There ig no reason to think that 
these counties will not patronize the school as 
If they do, 
the institution will be opened with very nearly its 
full limit of 360 pupils. I think we may count 
with perfect safety on at least two hundred and 
fifty or three hundred, and I think there will be 
representatives from a large majority of counties 
in the state. 

The examination paper of each appointee is for- 
warded to me, and the girl herself is required to 
write me a personal letter, giving her 
scholastic attainments, the purpose for which sh 
wishes to attend the school, etc. I have given 

‘these papers and letters as careful an examination \ 
as my time has permitted, and I gather from them 
that the schoo! will be made up of a wonderfully 
fine lot of pupils. They come to this} institution 
with afar more earnest purpose than girls usually 
go to college. Of the 156 that I havealready en- 
rolled, over fifty will enter the normal depart- 
ment, for the purpose of fitting themselves, in 
good faith, for the work of teaching. They are 
from seventeen to twenty-five years of age, and 
many of them have already had considerable ex- 
perience in teaching. And, by the way, no normal 
schoolin the south offers finer advantages for 
training teachers than will be enjoyed in this in- 
stitution. 

Most of the girls who are not in the normal de- 
partment will come for the purpose of perfecting 
themselves in some one or another of the indus- 
trial arts that will be taught in the school in the 
most thorough and practical manner. 

It is needless for me to dwell upon the incal- 
culable amount of good that this school will surely 
Go if it only has a fair chance, and its having a 
fair chance depends entirely upon whetber or not 
the legislature will give it the appropriation we 
are asking. I read with pleasure and pride in

You can never in all your life have an opportunity 
of championing a nobler cause before any legis- 

lative body, and if you are successful I warrant you 
that you will not soon have to make another fight 
for this school; for let it be once equipped, estab- 

lished and fairly started, and it vill do such a 

grand educational work that before the expiration 
of a year the entire people of Georgia wil be en- 
tbhusiastic in its sup

THE NEW YORK MARKET, 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 14.—The stock market to- 
day was rather less active than the average of the last 
week, and displayed on the whole rather more of a re- 
actionary temper than usual of late, although the 
losses suffered were of no moment outside of the lead- 
ing active shares, the market showing a narrow tend- 
ency and remaining without special features in the 
general list. The news in regard to crops remains 
without change in its favorable nature, and the re- 
ceipt of a large amount of gold on Saturday was gup- 
plemented by advices of further shipments from the 
other side, while the immediate prospects of an in- 
crease in the volume of the movement of the precious 
metal to these shores preclude any banking by the re- 
actionists in the stock market on any stringency in 
money during the fall months. The buying today, 
however, was not of an urgent nature, and, while en- 
couraged by some foreign purchases, London houses 
were also sellers to a limited extent, the official utter- 
ances which were published on Richmond and West 
Point affairs had a stimulating effect on the common 
stock, and, after a material decline in preferred, the 
loss was recovered. Common, however, was the 
strongest point in the list, and it was followed a long 
way behind by Canada Southern, which was more ani- 
mated than usual The opening of the market was 
made in most stocks at advances extending to 4 per 
cent, but the bears brought a pressure to bear immedi- 
ately, and the opening prices in many cases were the 
highest of the day. The early weakness, however, ac- 
complished most of the losses suffered, and was the 
most conspicuous in Missouri Pacific, Union Pacific 
and Lackawanna, although the whole list of active 
stocks yielded large fractions. The low-priced shares 
were not in any way prominent in the dealings today, 
and attention was concentrated to a larger extent than 
usual of late upon the leading shares. The weak, 
feverish and declining tendency in prices lasted until 
wellinto the afternoon, when the pressure to sell 


‘abated perceptibly, and dullness once more marked 


the trading, outside of a few stocks like Atchison, Dis- 
tillers; St. Paul and some others. A desire to cover 
shorts thén made itself manifest, and at the same time 
the concessions in prices induced considerable buying 
for long account, which increased in volume as the 
time wore along. The entire list moved up, but 
Richmond and West Point common lost almost all of 
its early rise, though preferred retained all of it, Dis- 
tillers were the great feature of the afternoon, moving 
up from 50% to 54, on the announcement that the trust 
had at last made an arrangement with outside distill- 
ers by which it would have complete control of the 
business. In the late dealings New England also be- 
came a feature, making one of its sudden and inexpli- 
cable advances. The market finally closed active and 
strong, with the most of the list at about the opening 
figures. The final changes are generally slight gains, 
but New England is up 1% and Distillers 34. Sales of 
listed, 266,000 shares; unlisted, 6,000.

NEW YORK, September 14. — Prices from 
Londpn were higher this morning, and the market 
opened at an advance, but soon sold off on 
what looked like sales of long stock. It re- 
mained dull at the decline until the closing hours, 
when reports of large engagements of gold and stories 
that the Richmond Terminal debt had been provided 
for, led to purchases by the room traders who had 
been sellers during the morning, and occasioned a de- 
cidedly firm tone at the close. One of the features wasa 
sharp advance in distillers and cattle feeders stock on 
purchases which seemed tobe for inside accounts. 
Insiders talk very confidently in regard to this com- 
pany, and there is no doubt that the decline in the 
price of corn should naturally increase its earnings. 

There have ben a large number of would-be buyers 
who have been for some time waiting for the pre- 
dicted reaction in stocks, and as day by day passes by 
without th@se predictions being realized, we are in- 
clined to think that they will soon despair of the re- 
action coming, and any attempts to buy material 
amounts in this market would give an immense impe- 
tus to prices. With London as a steady purchaser 
we do not see how much of a reaction is to be brought 
about. 

The demand for pork and lard was not so good. 
Exporters were not in the market to any great extent 
for any kind of hog product. The domestic demand 
for ribs kept the price well maintained, but lard was 
rather heavy and apparently with a downward 
tendency.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, September 14.—Wheat has ruled ner- 
vously strong throughout the session. There were oc- 
casional weak spots, but the market showed good ral- 
lying powers. The top figures of the session were within 
a fraction of 2c above Saturday’s closing figures, and 
the close was 1d higher. Cables reported strong mar- 
kets in Liverpool with quotations ,d higher on spot 
and Ind higher on futures, while continental markets 
were firm and in better tone. Ti:is, in connection with 
the fact that the alliance was sending out another 
“hold-back-your-wheat” circular, made the shorts 
very nervous, and there was good covering. December 
opened at 96144 @96%(c, advanced to 97'¢c, but eased off 
some on realizing sales. Enormous receipts held the 
market in check some, there being 925 cars and about 
1,800 cars in the northwest, but there was little dispo- 
sition to sell; and, outside markets showing strength, 
the feeling was generally firth. Later in the day news 
of Great Britain’s action in the Dardanelles matter 
caused a stampede of shorts to cover and speculative 
buying, which put the price up to 93\4c; then realizing 
sales broke the price to 97g, the trade losing some 
faith in the war scare, but the market remained sen- 
sitive. News of wet weather in the United Kingdom 
again sent the price to 9% 4c, and the close was steady 
at Nc. The increase in the visible supply was a 
strengthening feature, as it was much less than had 
been looked for. Closing cables reported a decline of 
2 marks in Berlin and 10 centimes off for October in 
Paris. 

Corn opened weak on enormous receipts, absence of 
frost and free selling, During the first half hour Sep- 
tember sold down to 6?c, October to 53% and May to 
43\4c, but the bulge in wheat started good buying and 
there was a sharp reaction, September selling to 63 5e, 
October to 56'4c and May to 44\c.
